Thii dispute coming on for hearing on Wednesday, the 21st October 1959 and 
Thursday, the 5th day of November 1969 and on this day, upon perusing the 
reference, the claim and counter statements and the other material p^ers to this 
dispute, and upon hearing the arguments of Sri I, M. Minuddin and Sri S. M. B. 
Easwaran for tne first union, Sri G. Natesan for the second union, and of Sri P. T. 
Hinduja on behalf of the management, the Tribunal passed the following: — 


AWARD 

This is a reference made by the Central Government, New Delhi raising for 
adjudication three matters in dispute between Messrs. Dalmia Cement (Bharat) 
Limited, Dalmiapuram on the one hand and their Quarry workers on the other. 
The first of those matters relates to bonus for the year 1968. On that, the repre- 
sentatives of the management and of the unions have filed an agreed statement 
that the final decision in regard to the award in I.D. No. 34 of 1969 will be made 
applicable to the workmen covered by this reference. And so, on that issue, 
there will be an award in those terms, as set out hereunder; 

"Whereas the matter of bonus for the year 19B8 to Quarry workers has 
been referred by the Government of In^a in their order No. F. 
No. LR.II(63)9/58, dated 18th September, 1959 to the Industrial 
Tribunal for adjudication and whereas the matter of bonus for the 
year 1958 in respect of factory workers has already been adjudicated 
upon and the award has been passed in I.D. No. 34/59 and whereas 
the management has appealed ac^ainst the same and has filed writ 
petition before the High Court, Madras, and whereas the High Court 
has admitted the writ petition No. 833/69 and the matter Is before 
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the High Court, Madras, the parties above-named do hereby agree 
as follows; 

that the final decision in regard to the Award in I.D, No. 34 of 1959 will 
be made applicable to the workmen covered by I.D. No. 45/69.” 

2. The second issue that arises for consideration is the supply of amenities 
like uniforms, shoes or sandals, soap, oil, jaggery, hatj soda and cloth free of 
cost. The representatives of the unions are not pressing this demand for the 
present, except uniforms for workers engaged in the drilling operations such as 
drillers, drill operators and drill helpers. For the.se workers, it would appear 
that in the Madukkarai factory goggles and aprops are provided; and accordingly, 
this management is willing to extend to these workers the same facility, and even 
more, namely, the goggles and half-sleeve-shirts in the place of aprons. As 
regards goggles, even now the management is supplying it to every worker, and 
so, there is no necessity for passing an award in respect of goggles. But, two half- 
sleeve-shirts per year will be supplied to each of the aforesaid workers. In 
■addition, washing soda or soap will be made available to them at the time of 
washing as is done in the Madukkarai factory. 

3. Issue No, 3; On this issue also. Hie parties have reached an agreement. As 
per the settlement, dated 5th March 1953, the management has paid the workers 
as advance 60 per cent, of the total wages on the agreement that If the award 
should be that the workers were rightly dismissed, the above advance amount 
should be recovered from the concerned workers. That is the question that would 
arise for adjudication under this issue. But, as stated above, the parties have 
reached an agreement, namely, that out of that advance 75 per cent, should be 
treated as the wages due to the workers for the period of unemployment and 
that the remaining 29 per cent, alone will be recoverable from the workers. 
Accordingly, 25 per cent, of the said advance amount will be recove.’ed during 
the months of April, May and June 1960. This i.s agreed to by both the parties.

Limited, Calcutta closed down the English daily at Allahabad and informed all 
its workmen of that unit that a new company known as the Allahabad Patrika 
Private Limited .shall take over all the workmen v/ho were working in that unit, 
and that the services of the workmen would not be interrupted by reason of the 
transfer and the terms and conditions of the workmen in the new company 
will not in any way be less favourable to those which they were enjoying under 
the Amrita Bazar Patrika Private Limited. The notice further stated that the 
Allahabad Patrika Private Limited shall also become liable and or undertake 
to pay the workmen then employed in the Amrita Bazar Patrika, Allahabad, 
in the event of their retrenchment, such compensation as are allowed 
under the law for the time being in force, on the basis that their services have 
been continuous and have not been interrupted byi the transfer. Without prejudice 
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to th« aforesaid offer, the Amrita Bazar Patrika (Private) Limited stated that it 
was prepared to pay lull retrenchment compensation Including pay for the notice 
period allowable under the Industrial Disputes Act and/or the Working Journalists 
(Conditions of Service) and Miscellaneous Provisions Act to those employees who 
were not prepared to join the services of the Allahabad Patrika (Private) Limited, 
provided they convoyed their decision within a week of the date of the notice, 

3. By another notice also dated 12th January 1959, the Amrita Bazar Patrika 
Private Limited discontinued publication of Amrlt Patrika, Hindi Daily, with 
effect from Dth January 19,59 and discharged all the working journalists and 
other employees of that establishment and offered to pay them notice pay and 
retrenchment compensation according to the provisions of the Industrial Disputes 
Act and Working Journalists (Conditions and Service) Miscellaneous Provlsion.s 
Act. 

4. After the said notices were served, the majority, of the working journalists 
and other workmen employed In the Amrita Bazar Patrika; English Daily, at 
Allahabad accepted transfer to the Allahabad Patrika Private Limite.i and are 
now employed in bringing out an Englhsh daily known as the Northern India 
Patrika. Some of the working journalists and workmen employed in the former 
Amrita Bazar Patrika, English Daily at Allahabad accepted compensation as 
offered by the company by Its said notice dated 12th January 1959. Some rf the 
working journalists and other workmen did not accept the transfer nor did they 
receive the compensation offered by the company. 

5. With regard to the Amrita Patrika some of its retrenched workmen accepted 
1he retrenchment compensation offered by the company’.^ notice dated 12th January 
19-59 and a lew Joined .service with the new company, 

C. The Unions herein however raised an industrial dispute challenging the- 
transfer of (he Amrita Bazar Patrika, English Daily of Allahabad and the clo.sure 
of the Amrit Patrika and the validity, bona fide and legality of the company’s 
aforesaid two notices dated 12th January 1959, Thereafter thi-S reference was 
made. 

7. After the usual notices were issued on the parties, written staiemonts of 
claim were received from the U.P, Working Journalists Union, the Indian Pedera-- 
tlr)n of Working Journalists and the Amrita Bazar Patrika Pre.ss Employees’ Union. 

fl. Sarvashree B. D. Mukherji. Proje-sh Banerjee, H. L. Banerjee, B. M. Nagar 
and Asu Nag as representatives of about 384 workmen, formerly employed In the 
Ami i La Ba.zar Pal ika, English Daily and Amrit Patrika, Hindi daily, and who 
.nr,-? now employ’d in the “Northern India Patrika” of the Allahabad Patrika 
Pi'ivatc Limited, filed a written statement that they had no dispute with the Amrita 
Bazar Patrika (Private) Limited in respect of the subject matters of this reference, 

9. Mes.sr.s. Kalipada Biswas, Apurba Kumar Mukherjee also filed their appear- 
ance as representhig about 670 workmen Including working journalists employed 
b.y the Amrita Bazar Patrika Private Limited, Calcutta, In its Calcutta establish- 
ment prior 1o 12th January 1959 and stated that they had no dispute with the 
AmrlLa Bazar Patrika Private Ltd.. Calcvitta, in re.spect of the subject matter.s of 
this dispute and are not intere.sted In the proceedings of this reference. 

10. After the dispute was heard on some occasions at the hearing at Allahabad, 
on 2,3rd November 1959, the representatives of tlie workmen and of the manage- 
ment negotiated for a settlement and ultimatelv on 25th November 1959 filed at 
Allahabad the term.? of settlements that had been reached between them and 
prayed that an award be made in terms thereof. 

11. The term.s of settlement reached between the Amrita Bazar Patrika Private- 
Tilmited, Calcutta, on the one hand and the UP Working Journalists Union, Amrit 
Bazar Patrika Pre.ss Employees Union and the Indian Federation of Working Jour- 
nalists, is annexed hereto and marked as Schedule I. This settlement covers those 
working journalists and other employees of the Amrita Bazar Patrika, English 
Daily and the Amrit Patrika. Hindi Daily, who did not accept employment with 
the Allahabad Patrika Private tilmited In term.s of the notices dated 12th January 
1959 issued by Amrita Bazar Patrika Private Limited or otherwise or those who 
have left the services of the Amrita Bazar Patrika Private Limited after accepting 
corapen.sation. The parties to this agreement have prayed that I should m.ake an 
a-vt-ard in terms of the said settlement, as forming part of Schedule I herein. 

12. As T am satisfied that In the circum.stances of the case the terms of settle- - 
incut a’-e. In the circumstances of the case fair and reasonable and fti the interest 
of iiidustriul peace, I make an award in terms of the settlement incorporated In- 
Sctiedulc I herein, as far as they cover the .subiect matters of this reference. 
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13. The Amrita Bazar Patrlka Private Limited, Calcutta, has also entered Into 
an agreement dated 26th November 1959 with Shri B. D. Mukherji and 4 others, 
representing about 384 workmen who have Joined the Allahabad Patrlka Private 
Ijimited In terms of the notices dated 12th January 1969 from the Amrita Bazar 
Patrika Private Limited, Calcutta, and Sarvashree Kaljpada Biswas and Apurba 
Kumar Mukherji, the representatives of the working journalists and workmen 
employed In the Calcutta establishments of the company, and those terms of 
settlement are annexed hereto and marked as Schedule II to this Award as prayed 
‘by the parties thereto. 

14. I therefore hereby give my award as stated above. 

15. No order as to costs.

May it please the Tribunal: 

With regard to the subject matter of the industrial dispute specified In the 
’Schedule annexed to the Central Government Notification No. S.O. 654 dated 19th 
March, 1959 published in the Gazette of India Extiaordmary, Part II, Section 3(ii) 
of the same date, we the parties to the industrial dispute beg to state that we 
have settled the said industrial dispute on the following terms and conditions and 
■pray that an award he made in terms thereof: — 

1. With regard to the Working Journalists who w.ere employed as on ■12th 
•January, 1969 in the Amrita Bazar Patrlka, English Daily, and the Amrita Patrika 
Hindi Daily, both published from Allahabad, and who did not accept employment 
with Allahabad Patrika (P.) Ltd. in terms of the notice dated 12th January, 1959 
-issued by Amrita Bazar Patrika (P.) Ltd. or otherwise or those who have left the 
service of Amrita Bazar Patrlka (P.) Ltd. after accepting compensation in terms 
of the said notice, it is agreed that the Amrita Bazar Patrika (Private) Limited, 
Calcutta, will pay them the following amounts in full and final settlement of all 
their claims, in this dispute, 

(a) Notice pay equivalent to three months wages to be calculated' at the 

rate of basic pay and dearness allowance which they were paid for 
the month of December, 1958. 

(b) Gratuity equivalent to 15 days average pay for every completed year 

of service or any part thereof in excess of six months. 

(/c) Retrenchment compensation at the rates provided for section 25F(b) 
of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 (Act XIV of 1947), 

(d) Wages in lieu of earned leave due as on 12th January, 1959. 

(e) Further sums allowed by the Amrita Bazar Patrika (P.) Ltd, at the 

instance of the Managing Director as per statement annexed and 
marked Annexure “A”. 

2. With regard to the employees other than working journalists who were 
employed in the Amrita Bazar Patrika, English Daily, and the Amrit Patrika, 
Hindi Daily published from Allahabad and which employees did not accept 
emplo^yment with Allahabad Patrika (P.) Ltd. in terms of the two notices issued 
by Amrita Bazar Patrika (P.) Ltd. and dated 12th January, 1959 or otherwise or 
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those who left the service of Amrita Bazar Patrlka (P) LttJ. after takinR compensa- 
tion, the Amrita Bazar Patrlka (P) Ltd.. Calcutta agrees to pay; 

(a) Notice pay and retrenchment compensation as provided for under Sec- 

tion 25F(a) and (b) of the Industrial Dispute Act 1947 on the basis 
of their wages for the month of December, 1968. 

(b) Wages in lieu of earned leave due as on 12th January, 1959. 

(c) On an application of the Union on behalf of the workmen (entitled to 

payment under this paragraph) and addressed to its Managing Direc- 
tor, the Amrita Bazar Patrlka (P) Ltd., Calcutta, agrees to make 
an ex~gratia payment equivalent to their one month’s wagc.s as on 
12th January, 1959. 

3. It is further agreed that the Amrita Bazar Patrlka (P) Ltd. will be entitled 
to majfe the following deductions from the amounts found due and payable to the 
Working Journalists and other workmen under this agreement: 

(a) Loan given or advances made against salary and canteen dues but not; 

(i) amounts of ad hoc advances against future increments made to Work- 
ing Journalists and 

(ii) amounts of any ex-gratia bonus or payments made in 1957 to Work- 

ing Journalists or any other category of employees: 

(b) Such interim amounts have already been paid as per directions of the 

Tribunal given in this reference under agreements betwe^ the 
parties. 

(c) Cycles, library books and keys to the lockers of the Company if any 

in the possession of the. Working Journalists and worknaen concerned 
as on 12th January, 1959 will be returned to the managcfffent and if 
not so returned within a week of the publication of this Award, their 
reasonable value will be deducted from the amount found due to the 
workmen concerned. 

4. (i) Total amount payable to Working Journalists in terms of paragraph 1 (a), 
(b), (c) and (d) less deductions in terms of paragraph 3 (a) & (b) and including 
further sums allowed at the instance of the Managing Director in terms of 1 (e) as 
mentioned in Annexure A 2, will appear from Annexure “A” 1 hereof. 

(11) Total amount payable to workmen other than Working Journalists in terms 
of paragraph 2(a), (b) and (c) less deductions in terms of paragraph 3 (a) end 
(b), will appear from Annexure “B” hereof, 

5. Those Working Journalists and other workmen of the Amrita Bazar Patrlka, 
English Daily, Allahabad, who worked from the 15th January, 1959 till 20th 
January, 1969 shall be paid their wages for that period by the Amrita Bazar 
Patrika (Private) Ltd,, Calcutta. The amount payable under this paragraph will 
appear from Annexure “C” hereof, 

6. It is agreed that the Amrita Bazar Patrlka (P) TLtd.. Calcutta, will l^ke all 
the necessary steps to enable the said employees including the Working Journalists 
to receive the amounts due to them under their Provident Fund accounts, includ- 
ing the employers’ contribution thereto. 

7. With regard to Shri Ram Autar Shukla (Peon) the parties are agreed that 
he will be entitled to the benefits provided for employees other than Working 
Journalists under para 2 of this ^reement. It is further agreed that from the 
arnount so found due to him, the Company shall deduct a sum of Rs. 1.37:61 N.P. 
being the wages paid to him by Allahabad Patrika (Private) Ltd., for the period 
from 23rd January, 1959 to 27th March, 1959. It is further agreed and recorded 
that he is no longer to be treated as in the employment of the Allahabad Patrika 
Private Ltd. and he will have no claim whatsoever against that J^ompany, except 
with regard to his own contribution to his Provident Fund account when in 
employment of that Company. 

8. It is further agreed between the parties that Sarvasri P. K. Bose and S. K. 
Mukherji, Proof-readers will be entitled to the benefits of this agreement in res- 
pect of the Working Journalists as provided in para 1 heretofore. It is further 
agreed that the sum of Rs, 247-46 N.P. being the wages paid to Sri P. K. Bose by 
Allahabad Patrika Private Ltd. for the period 23rd January, 1959 to 27th March, 
1959 will bei deducted from the amount payable to him under this agreement. 
Similarly the sum of Rs. 170-66 N.P, being the wages paid to Sri S. K, Mukherji 
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by Allahabad Patrika Private Ltd. for the period from 23rd January, 195S> to 
27th March, 1951) will be deducted from the amount payable to him under this 
agreement. It is declared and agreed that Sarvasri P. K. Bose and S. K. Mukherji 
are no longer in the employment of Allahabad Patrika Private Limited and they 
have no claim whatsoever against that Company except with regard to their own 
contribution to their Provident Fund account, when In employment of that 
Company. 

9. It is agreed that Shri K. P. Goswami, Working Journalist, will also be entitl- 
ed to the benefits of this agreement as stated in para 1 heretofore. It is agreed 
that he is no longer in the employment of the Allahabad Patrika Private Ltd. and 
has no claim whatsoever against that Company, except for his contribution to his 
Provident Fund account, when in employment of that Company. 

10. It is further agreed that the amounts due to the workmen shall be paid 
to them within a fortnight from the publication of the award at such time and 
palace in Allahabad a.s will be notified by the Company in the Northern India 
Patrika and ‘BHARAT’ of Allahabad. Such payments will be made personally 
to those Working Journalists and other workmen who present themselves for 
receiving the dame within a fortnight of the publication of the said notices in the 
newspapers aforesaid and on their failure to so present themselves, the amounts 
due to them will be remitted to them within a week thereafter by crossed cheque 
or Postal Money Orders at their last known place of residence in the record? of 
the company or at the addresses which they may furnish hereafter in writing after 
deducting the amount of the money order commission. 


11. On such payments being made, the parties will have no further claim 
against each othe)- on any account whatsoever.

1. That Allahabad Patrika P. Ltd. (hereinreferred to as the new Company) was 
incorporated at the instance of the representatives of some of the workers previ- 
ously employed in the English Dally published by the Amrlta Bazar Patrika P. Ltd. 
from Allahabad, after the decision had been taken by the said Company to close 
down its Allahabad establishment. 

2. In terms of the arrangement arrived at between the Amrita Bazar Patrika 
P. Ltd., and the Promoters of the new Company entered into two agreements dated 
2nd January, 1959 and 2nd February, 1969, whereby the Amrita Bazar Patrika P. 
Ltd., Calcutta, agreed that all workmen who had joined the new Company in 
terms of the notice dated 12th January, 1969, should be entitled to the benefit 
extended by the agreements hereinbefore mentioned. 

3. That as a result of the said agreement and arrangements as hereinbefore 
mentioned, the vast majority of the workmen now numbering about 384, who have 
signed representations in favour of Sarvasrr B. D. Mukerji, Projesh Banerji, H. L. 
Banerji, B. M, Nagar and Asu Nag, agreed unconditionally to join the new 
Company without demur and without raising any dispute whatsoever against or 
relating to the closure of the publication of the Amrita Bazar Patrika P. Ltd. m 
Allahabad in terms of the notice dated 12th January, 1959. 

4. We have since then been working in the new establishment and never had 
and/or raised any dispute whatsoever as hereinbefore mentioned. 

In fact when the National Industrial Tribunal was constituted and notices 
were issued, we Intervened on behalf of 384 workmen out of 442 workmen formerly 
employed in the Amrita Bazar Patrika P. Ltd, (English Dally) on the date of its 
closure on 14th January, 1959. 

6. During the pendency of the reference, the Calcutta workmen numbering 671 
out of 712 employees employed there also intervened and filed a petition whereby 
they also expressed their desire that they had no dispute against the management 
regarding the issues referred to the Hon’b.e Tribunal. 

6. In the premises according to us, the workmen who wanted to agitate the 
issue, had no locus standi to do so. However, as the matter Is now being compro- 
mised, we do not object to the terms being recorded, which have been agreed 
upon between the Amrita Bazar Patrika P. Ltd. and the U.P. Working Journalists, 
the Indian Federation of Working Journalists and others. 

7. In the promises we pray that this agreement be recorded in the award
